$7,000,000 ESTIMATE 
ON COST OF REPAIRS 
TO WHITE HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP)— 
It's a wonder that the White 
House hasn’t caved in on some 
President and his family, archi- 
tects said today after showing re- 
porters through the 149-year-old 
structure. 

It may cost as much as $7,000,- 
000 and take 18 months to re- 
model and make it safe. The en- 
tire interior, everything except the 
shell of outside walls, is to be re- 
placed. 

This means that President Tru- 
man and his family will have to 
live in nearby Blair house until 
mid-1950 or later. They moved 
out of the White House a couple 
of months ago when the ceilings 
began to crack and the floors 
started sagging noticeably. 

The $7,000,000 estimate on the 
repair bill came from Lorenzo S. 
Winslow, White House architect. 
5 The original guesses had run up 


about a million dollars, but 
that was before structural experts 
found out how badly weakened 
the old building had become. 

Test digging showed the interior 
brick walls had ‘no footings, and 
the outside walls were set on soft 
clay earth. Without concrete 
foundations, Winslow said, they 
should have been sunk 20 feet to 
harder ground. Instead they were 
only five feet deep. 

There are some cracks in the 
outside walls, but these were de- 
scribed as not serious. Blackened 
bricks, plastered over after 
British burned the mansion in 
the War of 1812, were in evidence 
where engineers had ripped 
through the plaster to check up 
On wall cracks.

The dispatch of the official 
Soviet news agency broadcast 
from Moscow said the Soviet Gov- 
ernment brought to Norway’s of- 
ficial attention the fact that the 
two countries have a common 
frontier. 

Talks are under way in Oslo be- 
tween the Foreign Ministers of 
Norway, Sweden and Denmark on 
A proposed Scandanavian defense 
alliance. Sweden is reported seek- 
ing a Scandanavian pact based on 
neutrality and not tied in with 
the North Atlantic alliance, which 
would embrace the United States, 
Britain, Canada, France and the 
Low Countries at the outset. Nor- 
way has been reported wanting a 
Scandanavian alliance which 
would enable the three countries 
to obtain weapons and certain 
guarantees from the western na- 
tions. 

Tass said the Soviet statement 
was delivered by the Russian am- 
bassador in Oslo to the Norwe- 
gian Foreign Ministry. Tass quot- 
ed from the statement: 

“According to numerous data 
there will shortly be created a 
so-called Atlantic union. Although 
the initiators of this union de- 
clare that the aims of the Atlantic 
union are for defense, the Soviet 
Union has sufficient grounds for 
asserting that the Atlantic union 
now in preparation cannot serve 
to stregthen universal peace, but 
on the contrary is a grouping of 
powers which pursues aggressive 
aims, which is also cofifirmed by 
the fact the Atlantic union is 
being set up outside the frame- 
work of the United Nations and 
by-passing it.” :

Representative Carl Vinson 
(Dem.), Georgia, chairman of the 
House Armed Services Commit- 
tee, has proposed that $800,000,000 
that Truman wants spent on uni- 
versal military training be put on 
air power instead. 

Rayburn said in an interview 
that the Vinson plan seems to be 
a workable compromise. He add- 
ed that Vinson had consulted him 
about the proposal, but that he 
did not definitely commit himself 
to support it. 

Vinson meanwhile predicted 
that the House Appropriations 
Committee would go along with 
him on juggling the President's 
1950 budget in order to move the 
Air Force nearer a goal of 70 
combat groups. 

What Truman Proposed. 

The President has recommended 
in his budget for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1 that $1,700,000,000 
be appropriated for buying mili- 
tary aircraft. He estimated it 
would pay for?1669 of them. 

He also recommended that Con- 
gress. vote $800,000,000 to get uni- 
versal military training started. 

Rayburn said he hoped Congress 
and the President could work out 
the air power dispute without an 
open fight. 

Congress voted money last year 
to start the Air Force on a five- 
year building program aimed at 
an ultimate strength of 70 combat 
groups. The President has esti- 
mated his 1950 budget would pro- 
vide 48 groups. 

Vinson's committee will resume 
hearings Monday on a bill to set 
Army and Air Force strength and 
specifically authorize a 70-group 
Air Force. 

Estimating the cost of military 
Planes at about $1,000,000 each, 
Vinson said the urfiversal training 
money would buy about 800 of 
them. He said he based his fig- 
ures on the cost of planes this 
year. 

“That would at least keep us 
from falling behind,” he sai 

The $800,000,000 would increase 
plane procurement to about the 
same level as ‘this year, he added.

TAX PAYMENTS 
DUE TOMORROW 


Payment of, the city, earnings tax 
withheld. from employes’ salaries 
must be made by tomotrow at mid- 
night in order to avoid the pay- 
ment of penalties for delinquency, 
Collector of Revenue Richard E. 
Gruner reminded taxpayers yes- 
terday. 

The earnings tax, enacted last 
July and effective as of Sept. 1, is 
at the rate of % of 1 per cent on 
the gross income of individuals 
and on the net profits of firms and 
corporations. The payment due is 
for the four-month period between 
last Sept. 1 and Jan. 1 of this year. 
The penalty for delinquency pro- 
vided in the ordinance is at the 
rate of 6 per cent a year and an 
additional 1 per cent a month for 
a period up to six months. 

The tax is expected to provide 
additional revenue to the city of 
$7,500,000 annually. ‘The expected 
return for the four-month period 
just ended is $2,500,000. Tabula- 
tion of returns so far show that 
about $600,000 has been collected, 
but Gruner pointed out that the 
office is four days behind in post- 
ing returns. The volume of mail

The strike started at 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning, when runs 
were due to leave the company 
garage. The employes are mem- 
bers of Local 1018 of the AFL 
Amalgamated Association of Street 
Electric Railway and Motor Coaeh 
Employes. . 

A contract between the company 
and the union was signed last Au- 
gust providing for a $1.30 hourly 
top rate for drivers, with the pro- 
vision that the contract could be 
reopened at any time on 60 days’ 
notice. This notice was given by 
the union on Nov. 1, and a de- 
mand was made for a 20-cent 
hourly pay increase. , 

In negotiations this was re- 
duced to a demand for an in¢rease 
of 13 cents an hour, but company 
representatives said they could 
not offer more than § cen n 
hour, payable in a lump sum of 
$60 as a Christmas bonus, under 
present rates. Two representa- 
tives of the United States Con- 
ciliation Service have assisted at 
negotiating sessions.

After issuing such a proclama-

The report is to be 
made public and five additional 
days permitted to elapse. 

The bill appears to assume that 


after the lapse of 30 days follow- 
ing the proclamation the dispute 
will have been settled. At any 
rate, there is no provision for fur- 
ther government action if the dis- 
putants have not settled their 


transport, distribute or otherwise 
work on articles, materials, goods 
or commodities because they have 
been or are to be manufactured, 
produced or distributed by an- 
other employer.” 


A “jurisdictional dispute” was 


defined as “a dispute between two 


or more labor organizations (not 
established, maintained or assisted 
by any employer action defined in 
this act as an unfair labor prac- 
tice) concerning the assignment or 
prospective assignment of a par- 
ticular work task by an employer.” 


Jurisdictional Asputes frequent- 
ly arise in the building trades 
when two or more unions claim 
the right to perform certain spe- 
cific tasks.

One of the commission’s biggest 
oblems is the safe disposal of 
tive wastes from its mam- 
atomic energy plants. The 

problem will grow constantly as 
the young atomic energy program 
develops and expands. 

It was the subject of a seminar 
epnducted by atomic scientists 
here this week with leading mem- 
bers of the sanitary engineering 
and waterworks engineering pro- 
Tessions. 

-Radiations from the atomic 
bomb itself were not discussed. 
What the engineers are concerned 
with is the peacetime problem of 
preventing radioactive contamina- 
tion of the air, soil, and water 
Supplies of co 
atomic projects carried out. 
Wartime destruction of atomic 
reactors nite” bomb hits and “acci- 
dental spills", are hazards that 
may have to be contended with. 

May Contaminate Sea. 

Already great “radioactive ceme- 
teries” have sprung up around 
the vast plant at Hanford, Wash., 
where plutonium is manufactured 


for the bomb in atomic furnaces. | 


Atomic wastes from the radiation 
laboratory 
California at Berkeley have been 
sealed in steel drums and dumped 
into the Pacific miles from shore.

ce wastes thus disposed of 
Siem leak from their containers 
Ind contaminate the ground or sea 


around them, poisoning soil or- 
ganisms, water courses, fish and 
ultimately human beings. 

But so far the problem has not 
been bigger than the ability to 
handle it, and Lilienthal and other 
commission officials said that new 
methods would keep face with 
atomic developments. 


“Handling the waste disposal 
problem,” the chairman said, is a 
part of learning how to live with 
radiation. The way we have 
learned to live with unfamiliar 
things before was to learn as much 
as we could about them; to keep 
our shirts on; not to get overly 
emotional or hysterical.” 


At some of the commission's in- 
stallations disposal is handled by 
discharging “hot” gasses into: the 
air and “hot” liquids into rivers 
after they have been “cooled” and 
diluted, 


But at Hanford solid wastes con- 
taining matter that will be radio- 
active for hundreds and thousands 
of years have been buried in bulk, 
along with contaminated clothing 
and materials. 


Concentration of Waste. 
Scientists are seeking means of

One method suggested is to let 
plant and animal organisms do the 
job. These minute bits of life 
have an affinity for radioactive 
matter. Experiments are going on 
at Oak Ridge, Tenn. with mas- 
sive colonies of bacteria.” 

Where radioactive liquids and 
gasses have been discharged into 
the air or streams, as at Oak 
Ridge and Hanford, tests have 
shown that neither the atmosphere 
nor the water is dangerously con- 
taminated. 

The Clinch river at Oak Ridge, 
for example, is less radioactive 
than commercial mineral waters 
taken from springs in Colorado, 
Indiana, Missouri, Ohio, New 
York, Texas and Virginia. 

The increase in radioactivity of 
the atmosphere at Oak Ridge 

from gaseous waste disposal is 
“less than the added cosmic radi- 
ation exposure one receives in go- 
ing from sea level to Denver at 
5000 feet.” 

Dr. Paul Aebersold, chief of the 
isotopes division at Oak Ridge, 
deplored unreasoning fear of ra- 
diation injury from atomic wastes. 

He said he saw no reason for 
“public hysteria” on that score 
“when there are possibilities of 
atomic bombs.”

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EUROPEAN COUNCIL VIEWED 
AS STEP TO FILL REICH VOID 


Some Expect New Parliament to Grow to Be 
‘Third Force’ in World—Diffi- 
culties Foreseen. 


By ALVI J. STEINKOPF 

LONDON, Jan. 28 (AP)—The 
Parliament of Europe envisaged 
by Brussels treaty powers was 
hailed in some quarters today as 
the start of an effort to fill a 
vacuum created by the disappear- 
ance of Germany as a political 
force. 

There was disagreement as to 
what it will grow to be—a “third 
force” in the world on a level with 


the United States and Russia, or 


merely à broader western Euro- 
pean alliance with the function of 
maintaining defense lines against 


Russia. 

But there seemed to be general 
agreement the plan for a Council 
of Europe, announced by the five 
Western foreign ministers last 
night, was the longest step yet 
taken toward European unity. 

It was regdrded as significant 
that, in addition to setting up pro- 
cedures for military and economic 
collaboration, the Foreign Minis- 
ters of Britain, France, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxembourg 
provided for a systematic sharing 
of the nations’ culture and bring- 
ing their educational systems into 
closer harmony. 

Toward Unity of Spirit. 

Western Europe, it was felt, was 
moving toward unity of spirit and 
outlook as well as military pro- 
grams. 

Since the elimination of Ger- 
Many as a Continental force, the 
Council was regarded ‘by many 
observers as a practical effort to 
re-establish a European balance 
promising some permanence. 

But a host of difficulties were 
foreseen. The London Times 
warned today that the European 
union will not grow steadily like 
a tree which, once planted, “needs 
little but occasional rain to water 
it.” 

One difference marked French 
and British viewpoints. 

The French were inclined to

In Britain, however, the inti- 
mate bonds with the dominions 
were being remembered, as was 
the well-established co-operation 
with the United States. 

Here there was a disposition to 
regard the European Council not 
as a tight and exclusive associ- 
ation, but as one half of the wider 
Atlantic community. Some per- 
sons expressed hope such a com- 
munity might include South 
American republics, as well as 
Canada and the United States. 

Dominions Apprehensive. 

There appeared to be some ap- 
prehension in the dominions that 
Britain is committing itself in 
Europe in a manner which t 
conflict with wider commonwealth 
interests. 

There was some question as to 
why there should now be a min- 
isterial committee and a consulta- 
tive body, acting something like a 
government of western Europe, 
while there is still no such formal 
machinery to bind the common- 
wealth. 

As conceived, the consultative 
body will meet in the open, but 


will not discuss defense problems. 


The ministerial committee will 
meet secretly,’ and will propose 
subjects the consultative body may 
discuss openly. 

In this respect the ministerial 
committee will be like a British 
cabinet making proposals to Par- 
liament. But- unlike British pro- 
cedure, the committee will not 
be responsible to the consultative 
body.

PERCENTAGE OF DOCTORS HIGH 
IN DISPLACED PERSONS CAMPS 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Jan. 29 
(UP)—More than 2500 trained and 
experienced doctors, many of them 
highly skilled, are the “forgotten 
men” of Europe's displaced per- 
sons camps, according to a survey 
made by the International Refugee 
Organization. 

I.R.O. said the proportion of doc- 
tors to population in the camps is 
high, but that they cannot get 
foreign countries to admit them, 
Countries which have clamored for 
agricultural and industrial work- 
ers among the D.P.s have turned 
down pleas to resettle medical 
men. 

The report says that virtually 
no resettlement of doctors has 
taken place, “although people in 
many parts of the world desper- 
ately need medical care.” The 
doctors are from almost every 
country in eastern Europe, includ- 
ing Russia.

The number of workers in 
manufacturing plants at the 
end of December, it said, was | 
down to 186,240,000 or about 
100,000 below the level of De- | 
cember 1947, | 

“Most of this decline has 
taken place in the soft goods 
industries,” the de»vartmént 
said in a report. The usual 
autumn drop in employment in 
canning and preserving plants 
was accompanied, the report 
commented, by un-seasonal 
drops in the textile, apparel 
and leather industries. 

Some 80,000 workers in the 
durable goods plants also were 
let out in December, the La- 
bor Department said, princi- 
pally in non-electrical machin- 
ery, lumber and _ furniture 
branches. 

Emplyoment in the automo- 
bile industry, however, rose by 
15,000 in December, to put it 
slightly under 1,000,000, the 
record peak. 

The addition of temporary 
workers in retail stores and 
post offices in December put 
non-agricultural employment 
at a new peak of 46,100,000, the

FORT MEADE, Md., Jan. 29 
{AP)—One of four Army officers 
charged with neglecting their duty 
‘and mistreating soldiers at the 
Wurzburg (Germany) disciplinary 
camp has been acquitted. 

A court-martial yesterday ruled 
that Capt. Joel G. Holmes Jr. of 
Philadelphia is not guilty. 

Holmes was medical officer at 
Wurzburg in January 1947, when 
the alleged mistreatment occurred. 
The other three officers who will 
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be tried separately when the court- 
martial resumes Tuesday were 
Holmes’s superiors. 

Holmes never testified in his 
own defense. Given the oppor- 
tunity yesterday, he replied: 1 
choose to remain silent.” 

The prosecution based its case 
in the two weeks of hearings on 
the testimony of three former in- 
mates of the camp. One of them 
is an amputee who said he lost 
his feet because Holmes failed to 
treat them for frostbite when. he 
was in a solitary cell. 


The men complained chiefly of 
unheated and dirty cells, inade- 


attention.

Warehouse Buiit 


On North Side in 
53 Working Days 


A few months ago, the St. Louis 
division of Allen Industries, Inc., 
6260 North Broadway, like many 
other expanding St. Louis indus- 
tries, needed additional stock and 
warehouse facilities. 

Fifty-three working days later, 
the company, fabricators of auto- 
mobile upholstery for Ford Motor 
Co., took occupancy of its new 
warehouse, containing 14,500 
square feet of floor space. 

A site for the building was avail- 
able adjacent to the company’s 
existing plant and the Ajax Man- 
agement Co., lessor to Allen In- 
dustries under a long-term lease 
arrangement, approved plans and 
awarded the general contract. 

The 80 by 180-foot structure,

For ‘Sleet - 


Damaged Trees 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 

An urgent task at this time is to 
give first aid to trees damaged by 
Where 
casualties weren't too severe, 
proper pruning and feeding will 
speed recovery. 
Certain injuries, to be sure, are 
too serious for repairs. A large 
tree that was even partially up- 
rooted has a dim chance of re- 
covery. If the roots haven't broken 
through the surface of the lawn, 
however, it can probably be pulled 
back and straightened up. It must 
be given firm support and if the 
tree is a big one, strong guy wires 
should be hitched to blocks of 
cement sunk into the ground. 
These patients should be nursed 
along for at least a year, and must 
be given ample supplies wf food 
and water. A good thick mulch 
will also help the roots to become 
established again. 
Under their burden of ice, some 
of the junipers, arborvitae and 


other pyramidal evergreens arched 


over until their tips touched the 


ground. Most of them were re- 


cuperating when the second storm 
came and the weakened trees were 
subject to further injury. A bit of 
support will keep them from be- 
coming crooked, so trunks should 
be braced with light slints or 
props. The roots may have pulled 
loose when the ground softened up 
last week and this would keep the 
tree from straightening up again. 
Clean Injured Trees. 

Injured trees should be cleaned 
up as soon as possible, but both 
the gardener and the tree will suf- 
fer if pruning is attempted in bit- 
ter weather, All broken branches 
and splintered stubs should be re- 
moved, making the cuts with a 
clean, sharp instrument. For forks 
or tight spots, a regulation nar- 
row-bladed pruning saw may be 
usec. A Swedish-type buck saw, 
which has coarse, razor sharp 
teeth and a strong, tublar frame, 
does a good job on heavy wood. 

When pruning small branches, 
make a sinnting cut about a quar- 
ter-inch above a bud that points 
in the direction that the new 
branch is to go. To do a clean 
job on a large limb, it is best to 
make three separate cuts. First, 
notch the branch on the underside, 
about a foot from the trunk. Next, 
cut the branch off, starting at the 
top, and sawing towards the 
notched incision. Finally, the re- 
maining stump must be ampu- 
tated, and again it is safer to 
make the first incision from be- 
neath. This final cut should be 
smooth and as close to the trunk

Amendment of Missouri liquor 
laws to control liquor transported 
through the state and give power 
to tax such shipments was recom- 


mended today by Edmund Burke,. 


state liquor control supervisor, in| Bay 


his annual report. 


The proposed legislation is di- 


rected primarily at large ship- 
ments of liquor from [Illinois 
through Missouri to Oklahoma, 
which has constitutional prohibi- 


tion. 

None of this liquor is subject to 
Missouri liquor taxes, under *exist- 
ing law, although Burke has 

charged that some of the ship- 
ments were diverted into “bootleg” 
channels in Missouri. 

Burke suggested the Legislature 
amend the present law on posses- 
sion of liquor not bearing state 
stamps, so that it will apply to 
liquor being transported. He also 
suggested a new provision fequir- 
ing shippers to öbtain a state 
license to transport liquor into or 
through Missouri. 

Attorney General's Ruling. 

Attorney General J. E. Taylor 
last month ruled that under exist- 
ing Missouri laws intoxicating 
liquor shipped in interstate com- 
merce through Missouri was not 
subject to seizure in this state for 
not bearing Missouri revenue 
stamps, even though the liquor 
may be intended for use in viola- 
tion of another state’s laws. 

At that time Burke said many 
thousands of cases of liquor were 
being ‘shipped from Cairo, II., 


through Missouri to Oklahoma, in | 
automobiles, trucks and gasoline | 


transport tanks. 

“Some revenue has been lost to 
the state in 1947 and 1948,” Burke 
said in his annual report, “thréugh 
bootlegging activities of operators 
of a neighboring state. 

“In 1947 the Oklahoma Legisla- 
ture repealed its law forbidding 
the importation of intoxicating 
liquor into the state of Oklahoma,” 
Burke said, “whereupon numerous 
persons engaged in the illicit run- 
ning of liquor from five or six 
wholesalers in Illinois, through 
Missouri and into Oklahoma. 
While all of this liquor was osten- 
sibly destined for Oklahoma, some 
of it, undoubtedly, found its way 
into bootleg channels in the state 
of Missouri.” 

Close Watch ‘on Bottleggers. 

Burke said his department had 
‘endeavored to prevent any of this 
liquor from being sold in Missouri. 
He said the department had in- 
curred considerable expense in 
“watching the activities of these 
bootleggers” and following them 
through Missouri to prevent diver- 
sion of any of this liquor, not bear- 
ing Missouri stamps, for sale in 
Missouri. 

A number of arrests had been 

made, and liquor confiscated, he 
said but the department was un- 
able to obtain convictions “because 
the law of our state with reference 
to possession and transportation of 
such liquor is inadequate to meet 
the situation.” 
Burke reported liquor taxes and 
license fees collected by the De- 
partment of Liquor Control in 1948 
tetaled $6,497,689, a decrease of 
$319,451 from the total amount col- 
lected in 1947. 

A total of 15,477 state liquor I 
eenses or permits was issued by 
the department in 1948. This in- 
eluded 7279 permits for sale of 
intoxicating liquor, 3202 for sale 
of 5 per cent beer, 4921 for sale 
of 3.2 per cent beer and 75 per- 
mits for the sale of wine.

Might Move Up 


Malenkov, Kaganovich Among Those Who 


to Top Post — 


Others of Ruling Group. 


By ALEX SINGLETON 


LONDON, Jan. 29 (AP)—Who 

will run Russia if death, illness or 
retirement end Joseph Stalin’s long 
| reign as boss of the Soviet Union? 
| No one can say for sure. But 
| two men seem to have the inside 
track. 
One is dour, squat Vyacheslav 
| Mikhailovich Molotov—“The Ham- 
mer“ — Russia's Foreign Minister, 
Stalin's voice in international af - 
fairs, the man who made niet“ 
for no“ —the language of Soviet 
diplomacy. 

The other is Lavrenty Pavlovich 
Beria, 49-year-old boss of Russfa’s 
police—like Molotov, a member of 
the all-powerful Politburo — a 
tough guy with a rough temper. 

That is based on the best infor- 
mation available here, material 
pieced together from diplomats 
and foreign observers who could 
be expected to know—as well as 
any westerners can know what 
really goes on behind the iron cur- 
tain around the Kremlin. 

Molotov and Beria: One the man 
who helps Stalin mold the foreign 
policy; the other the hard-handed 
shepherd of affairs at home; both 
of them stalwarts of the Bolshevik 
regime; both of them schooled in 
the strategy and terroristic tactics 
which lifted the Communists to 
power. ) 

Next to Stalin they have top 
billing on the Russian scene. For 
proof of this, take a peek at the 
few available official pictures of 
the Politburo as a group. Molotov 
on Stalin’s right, Beria on the 
left. To the protocol-minded Rus- 
sians, this is more than coinci- 
dence. a * 
Two Who Might Move Up. 


There are others, too, who might 
move up if a need arises for a suc- 
cessor to Stalin, who in any event 
will have a big say in that choice; 
men who will have a voice in Rus- 
sia’s affairs for an indefinite 
period. 

Perhaps next would come Georgi 
Malenkov, scowling party stalwart 
who served for eight years as 
Stalin’s secretary and who has 
taken over a big chunk of the 
late Andrei+ Zhdanov’s work in 
masterminding the Cominform. 

Sloppy? Yes, with his baggy 
brown party uniform draped 
around his short, fat frame. Surly? 
Almost without exception. Yet 
Malenkov is credited with being 
one of the few close to Stalin—or 
— as close as anyone can 
get. 

Then there's Lazar Moiseyich 
Kaganovich, the only Jew in the 
Politburo, a black-mustachioed, 
leather-lunged engineer. He made 
a name for himself as commissar 
of heavy industry for many years, 
built Moscow’s subway system, 
still has a dominant voice in major 
industrial decisions. He's known 
as a trouble shooter. In that 
role, he was sent to the Ukraine 
two years ago to stiffen party 
discipline, spur farm production, 
step up building. curb Ukrainian 
nationalism. He did. 

The Other Members. 

Lined up behind these four— 
Molotov, Beria, Malenkov and 
Kaganovich—are eight other mem- 
bers of the Politburo. Some are 
aging, obviously beyond their 
prime. Others are in their as- 
cendancy and may, in coming 
years, take on increasing author- 
ity in the Kremlin. The list: 

Marshal Klement Voroshilov. 
Born in poverty, he climbed to 
Communist heights as a result of 
personal bravery in the civil war 
and through his early and loyal 
support of Stalin. The years have 
slowed him down and his duties 
have been reduced. A white- 
thatched mane sets off a com- 
plexion which grows ruddier each 
year. Russians who know him call 
Voroshiloy a “very human man.” 

Andrei Andreivich Andreyev. 
Now ailing, he once held a choice 
position under the Soviet sun as

the farm is the basic industry. 
Short, stocky, dapper with a close 
trimmed black mustache, Andre- 
yev has been in at least a partial 
eclipse—perhaps, in part, as a re- 
sult of accusations that thievery 
from the state developed on the 
collective farms during the ‘war. 

Anastasiy Ivanovic Mikoyan. 
Watch him as the dark horse in 
the race—especially if tension eases 
between East and West. An Ar- 
menian with a Charlie Chaplin 
mustache, an intellectual with a 
sharp eye for the ruble, he has 
charge of Russia's trade policies 
—both domestic and foreign. Ur- 
der an alias, he once traveled to 
the United States to study the tood 
industry. Out of the trip came the 
introduction to Russia of frozen 
foods, cellophane for wrapping, 
grapefruit juice and corn flakes. 
A realist, he saw the possibility 
of a wartime black market—and 
took steps to prevent private prof- 
iteering. He set up an official 
black market—under Government 
control. 

Nikita Sergeivich Khruchev. He 
is—or at least was- the big shot 
in the Ukraine. He hit the skids, 
however, when the Ukraine began 
acting uppity two years ago, when 
the Kremlin found it necessary to 
send Kaganovich down into the 
Soviet bread basket to put things 
in order. Balding, good-natured, a 
lifelong Communist, Khruchev has 
had a big job in putting the 
Ukraine back in working order 
after the German destruction 
there. He's still at it, but his in- 
fluence in the Politburo has been 
on the wane. 


Nikolai Alexeevich Voznessen- 
sky. In his early forties and the 
youngest member of the Politburo, 
he has the job of state planning— 
one so important he has little 
time to play around with politics. 
A big, broad-shouldered man with 
a huge shock of dark brown hair, 
he moved into the front rank as 
a scholar, as a member of the 
Komsomols — the young Commu- 
nist league. 

Nikola Shvernik. Now President 
of the U.S.S.R., he can be brushed 
off as a contender. He's a func- 
tionary front man with little 
power or influence. 

Nikolai A. Bulganin. As minis- 
ter of the armed forces, he exer- 
cises supervision—although prob- 
ably not actual control — over 
millions of men and rubles. He 
began his career as a banker. He 
brought to his present post a tal- 
ent for organization, a: passion for 
efficiency, -a personal gift for 
dealing effectively with large 
numbers. A graying goatee 
matches. his graying hair. A 
piercing voice booms out from 
beneath piercing eyes as he reads 
the orders of the day on state 
occasion. Those orders hew close 
to the party line. They're prob- 
ably written by the propaganda 
bureau. 

Alexei Kosygin. He's the newest 
member of the Politburo, a sort 
of super-secretary for the Krem- 
lin. He seldom appears in public, 
has little to say. Perhaps his im- 
portance can best be measured by 
the observation that he occasion- 
ally walks alone without a body- 
guard—an uncommon practice for 
Soviet big shots. 

That’s the .ineup. 

There’s no shoving im this 
queue; no outward ambition to 
dominate the scene as Stalin’s 
logical successor. 

That’s unhealthy in Russia. 

Stalin himself has shown no 
signs of stepping down. 

He’s getting on in years—69 last 
December. There have been 
stories that he's ill. 

But there’s plenty of evidehce 
he’s still active. He gets to the 
office in the Kremlin each after- 


noon and works late, often until 
6 a.m.

Formal Recognition Action. 
“Earlier today, Britain, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxembourg 
made separate formal announce- 
ments they had given de facto 


recognition to Israel. The foreign 


ministers of the five-nation Brus- 
sels alliance said in a joint com- 
munique yesterday they had de- 
cided to recognize the eight-month- 
old provisional Jewish govern- 
ment. France, the other member 
of the alliance, already had an- 
nounced its recognition. 


De facto recognition, which the 


United States also has accorded 
Israel, means recognition of ex- 
istence of the state. Indications 
are that Britain will not grant 
de jure recognition (meaning ac- 
ceptance of full diplomatic and 
legal status as a nation) until 
Israel's borders have been fixed 
and peace has been restored to 
the Middle East. 

Russia also has recognized the 
new state, and Britain’s action is 
expected to open the way for Is- 
rael to become a member of the 
United Nations. Only China among 
the five major powers that have a 
veto in the Ii-member Security 
Council has yet to grant recogni- 
tion. Israel failed last fall to get 
the necessary seven votes re- 
quired for recommendation to the 
General Assembly. 


Israel's People Pleased. 


A Tel Aviv dispatch said the 
Israeli people have received with 
great satisfaction the news of the 
most recent -recognitions of their 
provisional government, which 
now has been recognized by 29 
nations. The recognitions helped 
balance the disappointment felt in 
Tel Aviv over the deadlock in the 
Israeli-Egyptian armistice negotia- 
tions on Rhodes. 

At Rhodes, meanwhile, highly 
placed sources said Egypt and 
Israel already are bound by a mod- 
ified armistice agreement which 
has given the Israelis a significant 
edge in negotiations to end the 
war in southern Palestine. 

These sources said a reassess- 
ment of the cease fire agreement 
signed five days ago binds both 
sides to hold their present posi- 
tions even if the talks on Rhodes 
fail to produce a full armistice 
agreement. The talks, reported 
close to failure, have been snagged 
in arguments over boundaries. 

The cease fir agreement called 
for a “complete and enduring cease 
fire.” In effect, it seems to mean, 
the sources said, that the territory 
won by the Israeli forces in the 
Negeb desert offensives of Octo- 
ber and December remains in 
hands unless a suitable 
boundary solution is found.

NEW HOUSING BILL 
PROVISIONS. STUDIED 


Local, Federal Officials Favor 
It, but May Suggest Tech- 
nical Refinements.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 — The 
committee on laws of the Na- 
tional Association of Housing Of- 
ficials completed last night a 
three-day. discussion of the public 
housing and slum clearance pro- 
visions of the new Administration 
housing bill, which would provide 
federal aid for construction of 
1,050,000 public housing units in 

seven years. 

Lawrence M. Cox of Norfolk, 
Va., association president; Rich- 
ard L. Steiner, director of the 
Baltimore Redevelopment Com- 
mission, and John M. Ducey of 
Chicago, executive director of the 
association, told the Post-Dispatch 
in an interview that the group 
was strongly in favor of the bill 
but wanted it to be technically as 
perfect as possible, particularly in 
the area in which federal and lo- 
cal interests might clash. 

Cox acted as chairman of the 
sessions in which the public hous- 
ing features were analyzed; Stein- 
er of the slum clearance pro- 
grams. The analyses will be made 
available to the association mem- 
bers. Cox said that, if requested, 
he would testify at forthcoming 
hearings on the bill and might 
offer suggestions as to technical 
refinements. These, he said, would 
not conflict with the major pro- 
visions of the measure. 

The association is an organiza- 
tion of local and federal profes- 
sional housing administrators, and 
is not a “pressure” or lobbying 
group.

Today's cosmogony shows three 
revolutionary changes closer to 
Genesis. :

STATE DEPT. 


TO RUN U.S. ZONE IN REICH 


Royall Urges Switch in Recommendation to 
Truman—Clay Again Reported Seeking 
to Retire as Military Governor. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER. 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 29 (AP)— 
The Army, appealing to President 
Truman, wants the administration 
of the United States zone of Ger- 
many turned over to the State 
Department as soon as possible, it 
was learned tonight. 

Army Secretary Kenneth C. 
Royall urged the switch in a for- 
mal recommendation to the White 
House. 

Neither the White House nor 
State Department, however, wants 
to rush through any quick change 
in the American setup in r- 
many, a political and economic 
battleground in the cold war. 

Clay Wants to Retire. 

Gen. Lucius D. Clay is reported 
again pressing officials here to be 
allowed to retire as military gov- 
ernor, but President Truman is 
represented as anxious to keep 
him on the job a while longer. 

Responsible officials said dispo- 
sition of Royall’s proposal will 
turn largely on the advice to be 
given President Truman by Sec- 
retary Of State Dean Acheson. 
Acheson, in office little more than 
a week, has been swamped with 
other matters. 

Moreover, insiders regard it as 
likely that he would want an ex- 
haustive review made of the whole 
German problem, including the 
specific issue 6f administration. 

Royall’s recommendation to 
Truman, with copies to the Secre-

tary of State and other interested 
officials, is reported to have been 
made in mid- January. He returned 
from a tour of Germany Jan. 3. 
Yesterday he left Washington for 
a visit to Japan. 

The recommendation does not 
constitute any new Army policy. 
The military have made repeated 
attempts in the past to shift the 
occupation task to the State De- 
partment. It was decided long 
ago that the start should be made 
in Germany with the changeover 
in Japan to come along later. 

The Propaganda Angle. 

Some informants said that what 
lends a quality of urgency to the 
present situation is that Clay has 
become more emphatic in express- 
ing to' Royall and others his de- 
sire to retire. This, in Royall's re- 
ported opinion, apparently made 
it timely to raise the whole prob- 
lem of civilian versus military 
control again. 

Any move to replace him, how- 
ever, will be complicated by Rus- 
sian propaganda, which in the 


past has dealt with rumors and 
reports of his possible retirement 
as evidence of a change in Ameri- 
can policies in Germany. 

Developments in the conflict 
with Russia, in fact, blocked the 
last previous plan for a change 
from military to civilian control. 
That was in March last year. 

The question of getting the 
State Department to take over 
had come up several times during 
the State Department administra- 
tion of Secretary James F. Byrnes. 
It never got anywhere because the 
prevailing theory then was that 
state should stick to policy mak- 
ing. 

After Gen. George C. Marshall 
replaced Byrnes as Secretary, the 
State Department, became more 
receptive to the Army plan and 
finally a year ago this week, on 
Jan. 27, the Army announced that 
an agreement had been reached 
with the State Department to take 
over about July 1. 

The scheme was washed out 
March 23 when the announcement 
was made that “following a review 
of the present situation” any 
change had been deemed “inad- 
| visable.”

proximately seven and a half billion dol- 
lars. This is nearly twice the resources 
‘ which J. Pierpont Morgan the elder com- 
manded when he was hailed before the 
Pujo committee in 1912. Giannini's 
power, unlike that of Morgan, is not 
spread over the whole country but centers 
its impact—to date at least—in Califor- 
nia, Oregon, Nevada and Washington. 
Besides banks, Transamerica tontrols in- 
surance companies—including the West 
Coast’s largest—a packing company or two, 
a diesel engine plant and a couple of ma- 
chine tool plants. .

A Giannini subsidiary will accept your de- 
posit; lend you money to build a house or 
raise a crop; insure your life, health, home, 
automobile or yacht; manage or sell your.

aluminum castings. 

Across the horizon of this enormous fi- 
mancial and business combine fall; the 
shadow of the Federal Reserve Board, 
intent on halting the sptead of any single 
banking house at the point where it tends 
to become a “aonopoly. The board also 
seeks to divorce the banking business from 
other forms of enterprise. 

The Reserve Board, seeking for the first 
time to establish its character as an admin- 
istrative tribunal in the same sense as the 
Federal Trade Commission or the Securities 

and Exehange Commission, has ordered 
Transamerica to show cause why it should 
not “divest itself“ of its stock im the 40-odd 
banks in which it has invested. These banks 
with their branches comprise approximately 
600 units. 

Hearing on the Reserve Boari case now 
is set for Feb. 2. 

Transamerica argued, in a motion to dis- 
miss the suit, that commercial banks are 
not “engaged in commerce” within the 
meaning of the anti-trust laws. In reply, 
the board cited that a federal circuit court 
already has held that the Bank of America 
is engaged in interstate commerce. The 
board also cites the Supreme Court decision 
holding that the insurance business is “com- 
merce” within reach of the anti-trust 


etatutes. 

If the Federal Reserve Board is not alto- 
gether sure that it has the anti-trust powers 
it needs, it is moving to make sure. In the 
last Congress the board sporsored a bill 
which would have sharply limited bank- 
holding companies and branch banking and 
would have conferred on the Federal Re- 
serve Board speeffie authority to regulate 
them. This bill never came to a vote. A 
similar bill is being readied for introduc- 
tion in the present Congress, where its 
chances should be measurably brighter than 
they were in the last session. 

In its most dramatic aspect, the present 
contest is a duel between two titans, the 
78-year-old but still aggressive Giannini 
and Marriner Eccles, until recently chair- 
man, and still a member of, the Federal 
Reserve Board. For 15 years, Eccles has 
been a leader in the movement for sound 
banking legislation. For 30 years, Gian- 

nini has denounced banking regulations, 
state and federal, which impinged on his 
individualistic temperament. 

Like Giannini, Eccles is a multi-million- 
‘gire and a branch banker. The First Se- 
curity Corp., in Which Eccles and his family 
are heavily interested, holds stock in two 
banks with 34 branches fn Utah and Idaho. 
These two systems, however, dominate their 
states to a much lesser extent than Gian- 
nini’s Bank of America dominates Cali- 
fornia. 

Eccles defends branch banking on the 
ground that pooled resources give strength 
and flexibility, but he believes it should be 
cut back by law much beyond the point to 
which’ even his own banks have gone

The power of Amadeo Giannini is not to 
be doubted. He is no ordinary man. To 
begin with, he is a striking piece of human 
architecture. He is 6 feet 2 inches tall, 
with the build of a blockifig back. Despite 
his years, he holds himself straight and his 
voice rumbles like a construction foreman’s. 
His eyes, deep set above a Roman nose, can 
burn in anger, but are more likely to 
twinkle with Latin good humor. Hair that 
was black until Giannini was in his 60s has 
turned to white, and even the close-cropped 
mustache, which remained black much 
longer, has turned to gray. 


With no more than an elementary school | 


education, Giannini at 25 had become a suc- 
cessful fruit and vegetable broker in San 
Francisco, measuring his fortune in six 
figures. 

In 1904 he opened his first bank, across 
the street from a bank in which he had 
owned an interest but whose conservative 
policies he disliked, Contrary to bank eti- 
quette of the day, he solicited depositors, 
especially small ones. He operated with 
complete informality, lowering interest 
rates, making character loans freely and in- 
viting depositors to buy stock in his bank. 

He pushed farm production and credit in- 
stallment loans. He wet-nursed the movie 
industry in Los Angeles (and still has more 
of its business than any other banker). He 
specialized in savings deposits; the Bank of 
America’s savings accounts total more than 
those of the four largest savings banks in 
the country. 

Giannini’s financial first-born was called 
the Bank of Italy (changed to Bank of 
America in 1930) and dts customers con- 
sisted largely of Italian produce merchants 
and fruit and vegetable growers. 

In the San Francisco fire of 1906, Gian- 
nini rescued his gold and silver and +ur- 
ied it on the lawn of his suburban homie. 
When the fire died down, other bankers, 
less lucky or less confident than he, 
wanted to declare a moratorium. Gian- 
nini declined. He lent every dollar he 
could lay his hands on to people who 
wanted to rebuild their homes. 

He foresaw the panic of 1907 and 
hoarded enough gold and silver to keep 
open, with some to spare. Soon his banks 
encircled San Francisco, spilled over into

Young won 
hands down and immediately appointed one 
of the banker’s political friends as bank 
superintendent. Giannini wove new links 
in his banking chain unhampered. 

In 1928 he invaded the East and set up 
a bank in New York.

He went on to Italy to be received as a 
potentate by King Victor Emmanuel’ and 
Mussolini. He established a bank in Rome. 
Then he came home and announced forma 
tion of Transamerica, his great holding 
corporation. 

Meanwhile he bad his banks and branches 
selling stock (although on occasion he 
warned that speculation was going too far). | 
There was splitting and pyramiding of 
shares on a scale that showed that an Ital- 
lan-descended banker on the West Coast 
was just as susceptible to financial frenzy 
as a Puritan-descended banker in Boston or 
New York. 

In the late fall of 1928, the pyramid 
sagged. Giannini bolstered the stock for a 
while with pegging operations and then had 
to let it seek its level.

When Skies Grew Dark 
Giannini Went to Europe. 


As the financial skies darkened, Giannini 
drew out two or three million dollars which 
had accumulated to him under a bonus ar- 
rangement. Then, leaving Elisha Walker, 
an Eastern banker with whom he had be- 
come associated, in charge, he departed for 
Bad Gastein, Austria. By 1931 he had re- 
covered his health and his .self-assurance. 
Angered at talk of the way his bank had 
been managed, Giannini hurried home to 
try to regain control. 

What followed looked more like a po- 
litical campaign than a proxy battle, 
Giannini stumped the state, appealing to 
the stockholders to drive out the “Wall 
Street interlopers” and place Westerners 
in control of Western money. In San 
Francisco, he addressed an audience of 
12,000 at one time. 

He won the “election” and promptly got 
rid of Walker and such of his own former 
lieutenants as had sided with Walker. Then 
the bank holiday came. But luckily Elisha 
Walker—so the SEC later said——had wrung 
out a billion dollars of the water and Re- 
construction Finance Corp. loans, totaling 
$94,900,000, tided the Bank of America 
over, 

In the next few years Giannini had 
brushes with the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Comptroller,of the Currency. In 
1938 the SEC found that Transamerica 
Corporation had used a subsidiary, Associ- 
ated Distributors, to peddle its securities 
and ordered the stock delisted on the New 
York and California exchanges. The SEC 
listed 40 complaints, ranging from false and 
misleading statements and habitual exag- 
geration of profits to plain stock rigging.

In that 
time California, boomed; frozen assets 
melted into profitable liquidity; every man 
who was a member of the SEC at the time 
the complaints were filed either died or re- 
signed; Transamerica revised its statements 
and the SEC dropped the proceedings. 


Issue of Present Case 
Is Concentration of Power. 


Subsequent developments, the SEC con- 
cluded, “‘make it unnecessary in the public 
interest ... to continue the proceedings.“ 

In the present contest, of course, the 
alleged improprieties or accomplishments 
of Giannini are not the main issue. They 
merely provide the context. The real is- 
sue is the concentration of financial 
power. 

Giannini will use every arrow in the 
quiver. One of the principal weapons is 
time. Can the Federal Reserve Board or 
the bank-reform element in Congress be 
worn down by attrition as the SEC may. 
have been? 

Marriner Eccles is 58 years old and is 
tired of Washington. He longs for the 
mountains and valleys of Utah. And al- 
though he has recused himself from hearing 
the Transamerica case, he is definitely the 
man who behind the scenes leads the move- 
ment for bank-holding company legislation 
in Congress. How much longer would he 
remain in Washington to wait out a délay- 
ing action? 

Another of Giannini's weapons is po- 
litical influence, He is the good friend of 
Secretary of the Treasury Snyder, and he 
has powerful friends in Congress. Some 
Congressmen not innately friendly to him 
remember the case of Gov. Richardson 
and decline to — involved” in the 
fight. 

Before the Federal Reserve Board or- 
dered its hearings, Attorney General Clark 
had declined to act on Eccles’ suggestion 
that the Department of Justice bring anti- 
trust proceeditgs. 

President Truman has taken no stand on 
limiting bank-holding companies, although 
advocates of the measure think that it is a 


field in which, to borrow from the Presi- 
dent’s state of the union message, “Small 


business is losing ground to growing monop- 


oly.”’ 

It may be that the Administration thinks 
that Giannini’s power in the West can be 
defended as a counterbalance to Wall Street. 
If so, it suits Giannini. That is the way he 


‘gees himself, 
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a jalopy look as large as a Rolls-Rocks, 
‘to enable the Jukes to keep up with the 
Joneses—and to hell with visibility and 
safety.

cod SISTENT foreign policy, the thing every commentator since Lord 
Bryce has been looking for in the United States, seems at last to be 


lished a year and a half ago. 

In July, 1947, there appeared in the 
quarterly, Foreign Affairs, an article on 
“The Sources of Soviet Conduct,” signed by 
„X.“ X,“ it was soon revealed, was George 
F. Kennan, -director of the State Depart- 
ment’s policy planning staff. 


Following are some statements made by 


President Truman in his inaugural address, 
placed alongside the significantly similar 
statements contained in the X“ article: 

Truman—* , . . the United States and 
other like-minded nations find themselves 
directly opposed by a regime with contrary 
aims and a totally different concept of life.” 

Kennan— It must be invariably | as-

The American foreign policy today ifs a 
two-sided coin. One side is the containment 
of Soviet Russian expansion by building up 
an overwhelming force of opposition to the 
Soviets. The other side is the establishment 
of a world community sharing certain basic 
convictions about the values of human dig- 
nity and the rights of man. 7 

The harmony between military strategy 
and political ideals is still incomplete. Up 
until the time the Kennan article ap- 
peared, however, there was considerably 


more confusion in American foreign policy 


than there has been since that time. The 
“Truman Doctrine” of aid to Turkey and 
Greece was a negative approach. It was 
directed against Communist overthrow of 
the existing government in Greece, which 
happened to be far from democratic. 

The Truman Doctrine was followed by 
the Marshall plan, but the confusion did not 
immediately end. When the Secretary 
ot. State George C. Marshall made the Mar- 
shall plan suggestion in a speech Harvard 
University, June 5, 1947, he left the door 
open for participation by Soviet Russia and 
its satellites. . If they had accepted, our 
foreign policy would not have ‘ollowed its 
present lines. , | 

Instead of joining the Marshall plan, Rus- 
sia organized the Cominform to oppose. it, 
consolidated her hold on Eastern Europe 
and blockaded Berlin by !and. Communists 
attempted to win control of France and 
Italy, but failed. 

Western nations answered by organizing 
a defense structure parallel to the Marshall 
plan economic structure. France, Britain, 
Belgium, The Netherlands and Luxembourg 
joined in the Brussels pact. Canadian par- 
ticipation is anticipated. The United States 
will be asked to provide arms for this effort, 
and probably to agree that an attack on any 


of the Brussels pact nations will be consid- 


ered as an attack upon the United States, 
This is as close to a commitment to go to 
war as the American Constitution allo 
the making of it would mark the real birth 
of a North Atlantic Community. 

Elsewhere in the world our 10 
action has not been as „ as in 


, though fortunately it is in Eu- 


to the Arab countries. Marshall went to 
China in 1945 and 1946 to try to discover 
a strong faction both politically acceptable 
and anti-Russian. He failed to find it; per- 
haps such a faction does not exist in signif- 
icant strength. As in Greece, our policy 
then became a negative one, of supporting 
the un-democratic status quo in’ China 
against Communism. But that policy lacked 
moral conviction, and it haw been even less 
successful in China than in Greece. 

For the military containment of Russia 
in the Orient, we still hold Japan, and have 
friendly outposts) in Korea, Formosa dnd 
the Philippines. Our most promising politi- 
cal weapon in tnis area is India, still having 
ties to the North Atlantic Community 
through Britain. Whether India can form 
the central point of an anti-Communist 
Community of Asia, remains to be seen. 

Such a community, joined to the Atlantic 
Community, is 4 bold American dream in a 
troubled woild. The outlines of our world 
were seen more tban 100 years ago by Alexis 
de Tocqueville, an astute French observer 
of the American scene:

The New Labor Bil 


A one- package l@bor law has been vent to 
n It re- 
peals the Taft-Hartley Act, while re- enaeting the 


Wagner Act with “improvements.” Labor want- — 


ed a two-package deal, by which the Taft- 
Hartley Act could be knocked out and the Wag- 
ner Act restored without “improvements.” This 
would have left the labor Congressmen free to 
fight all such “improvements.” Mr. Truman re- 
fused to follow this strategy. 

As expected, the new bill forbids jurisdiction- 
al disputes, as did the Taft-Hartley Act, and bars 
“unjustifiable secondary boycotts.” It restores 
the Conciliation Service to the Department of 
Labor. It knocks out the requirement that union 
officers file affidavits that they are not Commu- 
nists—a provision whose constitutionality has 
been challenged but which has stimulated unions 
to do a very good housecleaning of their own. 

Of commanding interest in the new bill is the 
dropping of the injunctive remedy for strikes 
that vitally affect the national interest—such 
as walkouts in coal, steel, oll, shipping and com- 
munications. Instead of the 80-day bar on strikes 
by court order in the Taft-Hartley Act, the new 
bill provides only a 30-day cooling-off period 
after the President proclaims a strike as threat- 
ening national paralysis. 

During this period, an emergency board weil 
study the issues and try to arrange a settlement. 
Its report would be made public and the board 
would have power to make specific recommen- 
dations to the two parties. In this particular 
respect, the new bill is superior to the present 
law in which the presidential board, in the words 
of Mr. Truman, is “specifically forbid- 
den to offer its informed judgment concerning 
a reasonable basis for settlement.” 

To look back on Taft-Hartley history, Mr. 
Truman, though he vetoed the law, invoked its 
national emergency provisions in seven critical 
labor disputes. In four, 80-day injunctions were 
In last spring’s coal strike, miners went 
back to work a few days after the court order 
was issued, but only after John L. Lewis and 
his union were found guilty of contempt for 
violating an earlier restraining order. The Oak 
Ridge workers renewed negotiations when the 
injunction expired. An East Coast maritime 
strike yielded tv weeks be the injunction 
ended. A West Coast maritime strike did not. 

There may be no sovereign way to handle na- 
tional paralysis strikes, but the Taft-Hartley Act, 
on the whole, has worked well in this kind of 
dispute. It even tamed Lewis. Therefore, though 
the new bill has the advantage cited of mak- 
ing specific recommendations possible, its short- 
er cooling-off period and the absence of the in- 
junctive method give rise to misgivings.

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Old Masters in Forest Park 

The Army's display of 94 of the old masters 
which, it rescued from a German salt mine, be- 
gins in the City Art Museum in Forest Park 
today. Probably no other art exhibition has 
ever been brought to St. Louis with such a fan- 
fare of publicity, so it seems sure that thousands 
will visit the show. Some, no doubt, will be at- 
tracted by the unusual military precautions. Oth- 
ers may come because of the “$50,000,000” price- 
tag tied to paintings beyond purchase. 

Most, however, will visit the museum because 
this is a rare opportunity’ to study representa- 
tive works of Rembrandt, Hals, Titian, Rubens 
and other great painters. Few cities can regu- 
larly boast of collections which equal this one. 
The Louvre can do it, and so can some of the 
Italian | museums. New York’s Metropolitan 
Museum and Chicago’s Art Institute house sim- 
ilar treasures. 

Many old masters now are owned in the United 
States. The City Art Museum, for example,-has 
a Holbein which will not suffer by comparison 
with the examples of his brush work in the Army 
show, Still, most American museums must be 
content with only a few works ia this high cate- 
gory. So, for many gallery visitors, this exhibi- 
tion must be the equivalent of a trip to the rich- 
er museums of the Continent. 

Until Feb. 17, the museum will keep its doors 
open until 10 p.m. There may well be a throng 


of visitors each evening, so it will be well to 


use the less crowded morning hours. Then there 
should be a real chance to sit quietly for a while 
before a Rembrandt, for example, and to study 
the mysterious source of the light which illumi- 
nates his splendid canvases. 

Many will visit the museum more than once 
since no great painting is to be fully compre- 
hended in a single inspection. They will seek 
to store these mesterworks in their memories, 
recalling them frequently for the sheer pleasure 
which they afford, and as standards for the ap- 

praisal of other artistic efforts, no matter how 
different in method and objective.

The Sound of Nylon 


Despite the Naval Research Laboratory’s find- 
ing that nylon thread is stronger than steel wire, 
we don’t expect to see it accepted fully into the 
language for some little while yet.

“Cold nylon” could not send 
the appropriate shudders down the spine. As 
for “foemen worthy of their nylon,” it just 
sounds sissy.

Nylon may be, as the Navy says, ahead 125,000 
pounds the square inch in tensile strength, but 
it still isn’t in a class with steel when it comes 
to sounding true, and cold, and fit to grapple 
friends of adoption tried. 
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Mr. Darst’s Financial Program 

Mr. Darst is on daring ground in proposing 
repeal of the city earnings tax, designed to yield 
$7,500,000. He goes farther by saying he is sure 
the city also could get rid “of some of the other 
city nuisance taxes.” To compensate for this 
loss of income, the candidate for the Democratic 
nomination promises to seek the “return to St. 
Louis” of “its fair proportion of revenue paid 
into the state treasury under the income tax 
law.” 

This is to use language of an eager agpirant 
for public office rather than the language. of 
a responsible public official. Even if the 
Legislature should return all of the state in- 
come tax to the city, it would amount to 
about $6,500,000, one million dollars less than 
the earnings tax. Last session, the House did 
vote to cut the income tax in half, but the bill 


failed to pass. There is no assurance that the 


present Legislature will eliminate the tax or 
even reduce it. 

There are objections to the earnings tax, to 

which Mr. Darst might address himself, such as 
its failure to apply the principle of graduation. 
But it has its virtues, too, an outstanding one 
being to tax people who earn their living here 
but reside outside the city. They thus pay for 
police, streets, sewage and other city services 
which they enjoy. 
If Mr. Darst should find himself in the City 
Hall, he might deeply regret the fiscal program 
he has announced. The earnings tax is a bird 
in the hand. Repeal of the state income tax is 
a bird in the bush. In the past few years, what 
with rising wages and costs, the city has had a 
thorny financial path to follow. It may become 
even thornier in the future. 


It thus behooves Mr. Darst and other candi- 


dates to approach the tax problem with great 
care, regardless of how strong may be the 
temptation to seek votes by glittering promises.

Mohandas K. Gandhi, a profound force 
in the India independence movement and 
one of the great teachefs of all time, was 
murdered by an assassin one year ago today.

Yet the Soviet Union has profited 
enormously from access to Ger 
man science. Today man., thou- 
sands of German scientists, physi- 
cists, mathematitians, technicians, 
plant directors, engineers, and 
skilled industrial workmen ‘are 
working in the Soviet Union on 
production of German-type weap- 


ons. 
Three Red H.Q.s in Berlin. 

From the outset of the occupa- 
tion, there were three Soviet head- 
quarters in Germany. 

1. The S.M.A. (Soviet Military 
Administration) H.. at Berlin- 
Karlshorst, which was known to 
everybody. 

2. The H. Q. of the Soviet Armed 
Forces Occupation Group in Ger- 
many, at Bebelberg 

3. The H:Q. of the Rear of the 


Soviet Army Group, at Potsdam. 


I should like to describe the last 
one more fully. It was at the far 
end of Jaegerstrasse, and Was 
headed by Colonel-General She- 
bunin, The statf was tremendous, 
and its aciiv.ties acquired an un- 
savory reptitnation. 

The task of this H.Q. was to 
organize the dispatch of German 
property under the guise of war 
booty, reparations, etc. Everything 
movable in the Soviet zone was 
labeled “war booty,” even ladies’ 
underwear. 

My job was to comb out Ger- 
man industry and scientific estab- 
lishments for information on 
everything relating to jet propul- 
sion rockets, aircraft construction, 
and atomic power.

Description of Stalin’s Son. 


Vasili Stalin id a painfully thin 
young man, who does not resem- 
ble his father in the least.

He may best be described as 
physiologically incomplete with 
dull, reddish. hair, an unpleasant 
look in his eyes, and the hys- 
terically high-pitched voice of a 
spoiled child.

The only important loss was 
that the leading German special- 
ists who developed the V2, headed 
by Prof. von Braun, could not be 
found. They had found refuge in 
the Western zone, but the Soviet 
authorities gathered sufficient 
data to pick up recket develop- 
ment at the point where the Ger- 
mans had left it. 

Among the prizes turned up 
was a nebulous scientific work 
known as the “Sanger project.”

It consisted of a compilation 
of physico-mathematical, chemi- 
cal and gas-dynamics theoretical

Serov and myself were ordered 
by Stalin himself at a Politburo 
meeting, which I will describe 
later, to find Sanger and to 
“bring him to Moscow in a volun- 
tary-compulsory manner.” 

After having received this or- 
der, Serov, Vasili Stalin, Acade- 
mician Keldysh and myself looked 
for Sanger everywhere for 
months, Serov even flew to Vi- 
enna, where Sanger was known 
to have lived and worked before 
the war. 

Finally, we arrived at the con- 
clusion that Sanger was working 
with the group of Prof. Georgi 
somewhere in France. 

With him disappeared ‘this ablest 
assistant, a Frau Bredt, an appar- 
ently outstanding mathematician.

HIS is a vitally important year

thought and the “keep left“ radi- 
cals like Health Minister Aneurin 
Bevan. Morrison would like to go 
easy on nationalization for the 
sake of wooing the important mid- 
dle-class vote which, it is reckon- 
ed, the Socialists must have if 
they are to win another five years 
of power. 

Morrison, Lord President of the 
Council and one of the more con- 
servative Socialists, argues that 
the public is not futerested in na- 
tionalization for its own sake and 
that, furthermore, it is important 
to demonstrate to the public “the 
benefits of social reform and na- 
tionalization.”

University Press, 194 pas., 


NTIL recently it has not

been known that an anony- 
mous essay on Thomas Chat- 


terton, which appeared in 1842, 
is the work of Robert Browning. 
In establishing this fact, and in 
editing the essay for publication, 
Professor Donald Smalley has 
performed invaluable service for 
students of both Chatterton and 
Browning. 

Browning was fascinated by 
the criminal mind, as everyone 
who has read even the short 
dramatic monologues realizes. 
He was also strongly attracted 
to a specific type of offender: 
the impostor. He realized that 
impostors were not fully under- 
stood, and he set out to defend 
them—thus, in his tolerance, an- 
ticipating the attitude of modern 
psychology. Thomas Chatterton, 
“the marvelous boy, who after 
a brief career as poet and liter- 
ary forger, committed suicide at 
the age of seventeen, was the 
perfect subject for Browning’s 
first attempt to Vindicate such a 
person. 

Professor Smalley places this 
essay in its proper position as an 
early experiment in a method 
which, in certain poems, Brown- 
ing was later to use to great 
creative effect. That method 
was the method of special plead- 
ing. Chatterton’s Rowley forg- 
eries, the imaginary papers of an 
imaginary medieval monk, 
Browning sees as the forgivable 
peccadilloes of a clever lad, de- 
voted to truth, but trapped in 
falsehood by his own cleverness 
and by forces of circumstance. 

Professor Smalley’s book is an 
excellent piece of scholarship. It 
shows, for the first time, how 
Chatterton, by using a con- 
temporary volume of sermons, 
was able to write a Rowley ser- 
mon which shows more know- 
ledge of classical languages than 
Chatterton himself could possibly 
have possessed. In details such 
as this, as well as in suggesting 
the broader implications of 
Browning's curious essay, this 
book rises far above the usual 
“edition.”’ Professor Smalley is 
that rare sort of scholar who 
possesses imagination, who 
knows how far its use Is proper 
in a work of scholarship, and 
who employs it just so far and 
no farther. For this reason his 
little book has an importance 
which transcends its subject.

„N the summer of 1945 a 
| transport plane carrying a 
group of Soviet officers back 
to the Russian homeland, crashed 
in a wooded section of Northern 
France. The pilot and all the 
passengers — except two — were 
not only killed but were reduced 
to unrecognizable ashes when the 
plane struck the earth and 
caught fire. The two who sur- 
vived leaped to safety by means 
of parachutes. One of them is 
now living in the United States 
and has become the central 
character in an unusual story of 
moral and physical adventure by 
W. L. White. 


Mr. White has called his 7 
“The Land of Milk and Honey 
(Harcourt & Brace), and while 


the title is primarily applied in 
an obviously inverted sense to 
the Soviet Union it also has a 
not wholly literal meaning in an 
application to the United States. 
For Vasili Kotov—a name which 
conceals the true identity of Mr. 
White’s protagonist—does not 
completely approve of everything 
he has seen in this country. The 
basic idealism, which led him to 
a final repudiation of the sys- 
tem in which he was trained, is 
still operative. Fortunately for 
him he can now speak out when 
he sees something he doesn’t like 
without fear of liquidation or a 
life of exile in some icebound 
waste. 


According to Kotov’s story as 
transmitted by Mr. White, the 
young Russian was of proletarian 
origin and accepted without 


reservation the fact of the Rus- 


sian revolution and the reason- 
ing behind it. He was educated 
at the state’s expense in the 
lower schools of Moscow but 
when his father died he went to 
work in & factory to support his 
family. By taking advantage of 
night school facilities he pre- 
pared himself for a specialized 
technical education, was admitted 
to an engineering school and at 
the outbreak of the war with 
Germany became an airplane 
specialist, a pilot-offieer, saw 
service on several fronts, was 
wounded and ultimately rose to 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel.

Record of a Modern Journey Through Central America 


DOWN THAT PAN AMERICAN 
HIGHWAY, by Roger Stephens.

WENTY-FIVE years ago 
T when the writer was living 

in the Panama Canal Zone 
one of the stock witticisms was 
to ask the newcomer from the 
States: “Did you drive down?” 
This was supposed to be espe- 
cially funny if the new arrival 
was still feeling the effects of 


“mal de mer“ induced by the 
choppy waves of the Caribbean. 


Today this question would be 
even less funny than it was a 
quarter of a century ago, Much 
has happened in road-building 
to rob it of its point. It is still 
impossible for the tourist to set 
out from St. Louis in his own 
car and drive straight through 
to the banks of the canal. But 
by using the public busses oper- 
ating over the Pan American 
Highway through Mexico and the 
ix Central American republics 
he can cover more than 90 per 
dent of the total distance of 
$261 miles between Laredo, 
Tex., and Panama City at the 
Pacific entrance to the canal. 


Roger Stephens did just that 
2 few months ago. In Down 
That Pan American Highway” 
he describes his trip in detail. 
He includes maps, time tables, 
transportation charges, lists of 
hotels and eating places and 
much other miscellaneous infor- 
mation which he hopes will en- 
able anyone to duplicate his 
trip with a minimum of trouble 
and discomfort.

HE author explains that at 
T present there are three 
i breaks in the all-weather 
highway between Texas and the 
Canal Zone. There is a break of 
85 miles at the Mexico-Guate- 
mala border; another of 100 
miles in northern Costa Rica 
and the third, 125 miles, at the 
Costa Rica-Panama boundary. 
Work is in progress at each of 
the interruptions but, because 
of the immense difficulties of 
road construction in these moun- 
tainous regions, it will be at 
jeast three more years before 
the automcbiles can traverse the 
entire highway. 
In the meantime the break in 
southern Mexico can 
passed by rail between 
and Tapachula. At the latter 
point the road journey may be 
resumed over excellent highways 
through Guatemala, EI Salvador, 
Honduras and Nicaragua. The 


breaks in Costa Rica can be by- 
passed only on foot, on muleback 
or by airplane. Uniess the 
traveler is a “toughie,” willing 
to put up with some acute dis- 
comforts in return for wonder- 
ful mountain scenery unmarred 
by billboards and gasoline sta- 
tions, Mr. Stephens recommends 
the airplane. 
established air routes from 
Managua, Nicaragua, to San

journey. The trip requires a 
minimum of 13 days travel time. 
Transportation will cost about 
one hundred dollars, including 
plane fare.

ASEBALL writers, through 
the years, have been free 
and easy on the draw when 
it came to shooting advice in 
the dire on of club owners, 
managers, umpires and players.

We 
can’t remember any president 
of a major league baseball club 
with less knowledge of the play- 
ing field side of the game. He 
attended a few games before 
he and Bob Hannegan bought 
the Cardinals from Sam 
Breadon, but it is our imprer- 
sion that his understanding of 
the fine points of what he was 
seeing was similar to what we 
got out of Wagner's Gotter- 
dammerung once when in a 
moment of weakness we were 
persuaded to sit through the 


thing. 

“What did you get out of it?” 
we were asked, and we replied 
proudly that there was an 
umlaut over the o and that 
when I was a young boy my 
mouth was washed out with 
soap because I said something 
like Gotterdammrung. 

Saigh has been in the thick 
of baseball affairs for the 14 
months since he invested in the 
Cardinals and he says that 
while he was interested origi- 
nally in the club as a sound 
business investment, he now 
has learned to like baseball. 

Saigh probably knows as 
much about the business end of 
baseball now as anybody in the 
picture. But what we started 
to talk about was his lack of

I will make no deci- 
sions about players with- 
out getting the advice of 
Walsingham, Mathes 
and Dyer. 

Those were the gems that 
sparkled for us among all the 
words that were spoken as 
Saigh took over the control of 
the Cardinals by buying out 
Hannegan. 

As Saigh said, there's no mys- 
tery about baseball. But the 
danger is that a man will get to 
think he knows everything about 
the game.

The rigors of playing in the 
minors, the smoke of battle on 
the diamond, the excitement of 
the smelly dugout, association 
with athletes on the field, on 
trains, in hotels—those are the 
things that teach you about ball 
players. 

Virtually every successful ball 
club has leaned on men who 
have come up through the ranks.

Bill Veeck at 
Cleveland hired a platoon of ex- 
perienced coaches to help Lou 
Boudreau. Sam Breadon had 
Branch Rickey, who knew that 
a large staff of wise baseball 
heads made for strength. 

Saigh has a wise board of 
strategy to guide him away 
from rival club owners bent on 
taking him for a ride. Wal- 
singham knows baseball paper 
work from the kindergarten up. 
Mathes is a wise old campaign- 
er who has made all the stops. 
And the manager of the club

Murry Dickson, veteran right- 
handed pitcher of the Cardinals, 
has been sold to the Pittsburgh 
Pirates for an undisclosed cash 
sum believed to have been more 
than $75,000, it was announced 
last night. 

The deal was completed before 
Fred M. Saigh Jr., became suc- 
cessor to Robert E. Hannegan as 
president of the Redbirds last 
Thursday morning, the Post- 
Dispatch learned. The report was 
confirmed by Saigh. 

(A well informed source here in- 
sisted last night the Cardinals 
were paid .$150,000 or more for 
Dickson. When Hannegan was 
asked to comment on these con- 
flicting reports, he said, “Any com- 
ment on the sale of Dickson will 
have to come from Mr. Saigh.” 

(It is recalled that The Sporting 
News recently carried an inter- 
view with *Pittsburgh’s General 
Manager, Roy Hamey in which the 
latter told J. G. Taylor Spink 
about efforts to buy Dickson. “My 
offer was so startling it brought 


gan’s brow,” said Hamey. It was 
suggested then the Pirates were 
willing to go as high as $200,000.) 
Means New Starting Hurier. 
Dyer, preparing to leave for his 
Houston (Tex.) home after con- 
ferences in which he was told he 
and three other front-office men 
would be delegated more author- 
ity, was understood not to have 
been aware of negotiations lead- 
ing up to the sale of Dickson.

Dickson, listed as 31 years old 
but described by the Cardinals as 
33, led the National League in 
won-and-lost percentage in 1946 
with 15 victories and six defeats, 
and his earned-run average was a 
fine 2.90. However, though work- 
ing more innings than any other 
pitcher on the Cardinals’ staff, he 
dropped to a 13-16 record in 47 
and a 12-16 mark last year. 

Last year, Dickson allowed 39 
home runs, the most ever yielded 
by a major league pitcher in one 
season. Through July and the 
first 120 tnnings he pitched, the 
little righthander gave up 25 
home-run, balls and had an unof- 
ficial earned-run average of 5.5. 
In the next 130 innings, however, 
he yielded 14 homers and pruned 
his earned-run mark down to 2.7. 

Dickson, regarded as one of 
baseball's better hitting pitchers 
and a brilliant fielder, came up to 
the Cardinals in 1942. A year 
later the transplanted Missourian, 
who makes his home in Leaven- 
worth, Kan., was given a special 
furlough and the permission of 
Judge K. M. Landis, then baseball 
commissioner, to participate in the 
world series as Private Dickson. 

The sale of Dickson was be- 
lieved to have been completed by 
Hannegan after the former owner 
had been unable to negotiate a 
satisfactory trade with either 
Pittsburgh or Chicago.

U.S. Ice n Team 
Completes Czech Tour 


BUDEJOVICE, Czechoslovakia, 
Jan, 29 (UP)—The United States 
Amateur Hockey Association team 
concluded its Czechoslovakian tour 
tonight by edging the local Stadion 
Ceske team, 3 te 2. 

It was a fast, rough game and 
thoroughly enjoyed by 7000 fans, 
who were unanimous in their opin- 
ion that the Americans played 
some of the best hockey ever seen 
in the little Czech town. 

The teams were deadlocked at 
j-all at the end of the opening 
period, but the Americans swept 
in front with two goals in the sec- 
ond period and protected their 
margin the rest of the way. 

The United States squad, winner 
of four dut of seven games against 
Czech teanis, was scheduled to pro- 
ceed to Switzerland tomorrow.

The answer. strangely enough, 
is that the quail, rabbits, squirrels 
and deer generally suffer very lit- 
tle in this state in times of even 
the most severe winter weather. 

Ice is the worst cold weather 
enemy of the wild birds and ani- 
mals, and it’s a matter of regord 
that Missouri was well coated in 
ice last week. Conservation ex- 
perts say, however, that the 
ground must be completely cov- 
ered for a minimum of five days 
with ice before harm results. 


The first game species to be ad- 
versely affected is the quail. The 
bobwhites reach a danger point in 
weakness if the ground is so com- 
pletely coated for five or more 
days that they cannot get to the 
seeds that serve as their food dur- 
ing the winter. . 

Rabbits can hold out longer 
than the bobwhites in extreme 
weather conditions. It’s seldom 
that the squirrels, with their well- 
known habit of storing nuts 
against a winter day, are affected 
adversely by the weather. Deer 
use their sharp hooves to break 
through ice to get food. 

If conditions reach an “emer- 
gency” stage, the ‘Conservation 
Commission has a prepared pro- 
gram for distributing food, par- 
ticularly to the birds, through the 
help of mail carriers and others in 
rural districts. 

The animals in the West en- 
countered a hazard not found in 
Missouri—the extensive open areas 
that afforded no shelter of any 
kind from the ice and drifting 
snows. 

* * * 

County Grand Jury Speaks. 
The St. Louis County grand jury, 
in a report this month, said it 
found a laxity on the part of 
county magistrates in the enforce- 
ment of the state’s wildlife code. 
“In the Third Magistrate’s dis- 
trict,” the report said, “we find 
that in over 90 cases during the 
last two, years, although $4.50 gosts 
were assessed, no fines were im- 
posed in about 40 instances. This 
does not seem to us as being just 
to the conscitntious sportsmen 
who pay for their permits and re- 
spect the regulations. 

“We therefore recommend to our 
county magistrates that they give 
serious consideration to dealing 
justly with the unsportsmanlike 
folks who are brought before them. 
They must realize that the hunt- 
ing and fishing predsure in this 
country is out of all proportion in 
our outlying areas, with resultant 
scarcity. of upland game needed 
for annual reproduction purposes. 
Our laws must be respected and 
enforced.” 

* * 

Increase in Crow Hunting. 
One kind of hunting that is on 
the upgrade in Missouri is crow 
shooting. The population of the 
black-winged predator has been on 
the increase in this state for many 
years. Conservation agents found 
103 major roosts in the state this 
winter, compared with only seven 
reported in a federal survey in 
1911-12. 

Farmers, who usually discourage 
outsiders from hunting on their 
lands, will generally spread the 
welcome mat for crow shooters. 
The farmers’ attitude, coupled with

The accent on crow shooting is 
the subject of an article by Har- 
old V. Terrill, chief game bird 
biologist for the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission, which will 
be published in the February is- 
sue of the Missouri Conservation- 
ist. the commission’s magazine. 
Terrill says crow hunting is a 
good way to keep the #hooting 
eye in trim during the period be- 
tween game seasons. 


The crow has long been con- 
sidered a despicable bird. King 
Henry VIII put a public bounty 
on it. But, despite all efforts of 
man to eliminate it, including 
the destruction by dynamite of 
26,000 birds in one roost in Okla- 
home in 1937 and another 328,000 
by the same manner in Illinois 
in 1940, the bird has net only 
survived, but flourished.

The State Conservation Commis- 
diva has issued a special 
for everyone in the ice and snow 
area of the state to feed quail and 
other wildlife. - 

The commission is continuing its 
regular winter program of provid-. 
ing feed for a few sportsmen’s 
clubs and other organized 
but when bad weather keeps com- 
ing, it has to ask everyone to help. 

Usually quail ‘and most other 
wildlife can do without food for as 
long as five days. But one ice 
storm after another wears them 
down, 

Paul Q. Tulenko, chief of the 
game section, said the best food is 
cracked corn, because it provides 
the most body-warming and en- 
ergy-producing elements. A pound 
of cracked corn wil feed a covey 
of 16 quail one day. Of course, 
songbirds and other wildlife will 
get some of it. 

Food should be scattered—not 
piled—in natural sheltered areas, 
changing the location each time 
it is placed. Tests have deter- 
mined that grit is not necessary in 
these emergency periods. Take 
more grain out instead, conserva- 
tion officials advise.

@ THERE ARE A FEW POINTS TO REMEMBER about 
bird feeding. In the case of quail, they seldom suffer if they 
have good shelter and can move about, unless the ice and sleet 
last five.days or more and temperatures are extreme, Otherwise 
it is probably better not to start feeding operations for the 
game birds. If the covey is attracted into a certain limited 
area to feed, it may well be discovered by a pair of Cooper's 
hawks, or a prowling house cat or fox. Unless the grain is 
spread over a good-sized area and in heavy cover, the birds may 
fall easy prey to these predators. | 

With song birds the very opposite is true. Once you have 
set a banquet table for the birds and they have started using 
it, they will count on it throughout the winter. This means 
that when a blizzard strikes it is doubly important to see that 
your feeding trays are well-filled. Otherwise the birds which 
have grown accustomed to eating with you will probably be 
worse off than if you had never started feeding them.

@ THIS POINT AS WELL AS MANY other suggestions for 
encouraging and enjoying the song birds are well brought out 
in a small booklet received recently from Virginia Eifert of 
the Illinois State Museum. The booklet, says Mrs. Eifert, was 
prepared especially for use in the Illinois schools.

Little did Lady 
Tweedsmuir know the anguish she 
caused when she asked for scones 
as casually as if they were pan- 
cakes! Scones may be in the line 
of march in a British or Canadian 
home, but not ours. Not one of the 
White House cooks had ever seen 
a scone, but they had to be made,

ASHING TON, as ever, wilted 
in the heat that August day, 
1930. On H street the Herald 
staff knotted ties, donned coats 
and perspiringly awaited the ar- 
rival of their new editor. 
Eleanor (Cissy) Patterson's 
opening words were: “If you fel- 
lows don't take off those coats 
we'll never get any work done.” 
Her own working clothes were 
varied. Often she wore slacks, 
other times a riding habit. Eve- 
nings she might rush in breath- 
lessly wearing a taffeta bouffant 
gown and mink jacket. Perhaps 
she had just picked up an interest- 
ing tidbit at the British embassy, 
and was eager to get it into print. 
Frequently Cissy was accom- 
panied by three French poodles. 
"The dogs scampered through the 
plant barking at reporters and 
tangling up the feet of printers. 
The staff soon learned that the air 
of ' fellowship she exuded at 
their first meeting was something 
less than constant. She hired and 
fired without rhyme or reason. 


She decided issues according to 


her mood of, the moment. 

When, before they learned bet- 
ter, underlings asked questions the 
fiery red-headed boss would flare: 
“You do it that way because that's 
the way I want it done.” 

From the Pacific coast she wired 
complaints about the “captions.” 
The staff struggled to improve the 
prose beneath photographs, but 
still the denunciations poured in. 
Only when she returned and laid 
a finger on the paper did the man- 
aging editor realize that when she 
referred to captions she actually 
meant the heads over stories. 

Her first year she refused to 
publisi ‘the running of the Ken- 
tucky Derby on page one, “Horse 
races,” she declared, “are vulgar.” 
Years afterward she confessed: “I 
was stupid.”

Visits to Community Chest agen- 
cies paid off in increased contri- 
butions to the Community Chest 
campaign last year, a report by 
Edwin R. Meyer, director of Red 
Feather tours, disclosed yesterday. 

The average donation for the 
entire employe division was $4.95, 
Meyer said, but the 74,333 pledges 
made by workers at 82 business 
firms and industria] plants which 
sent worker groups to visit the 
agencies averaged $5.65. 

The 82 firms employed 3.9 per 
cent less workers in 1948 than in 
1947 but there was a rise of 26 
per cent in the number of those 
contributing to the chest, the re- 
port pointed out.
